We will furnish an answer by sibling 
them to be tbe ambition of the money 
power to role tbe earth in its charade 
of great coward.

deeds of rapine and death. Tbe worli 
does not furnish an example when 
coward had power that it was not usei 
in a cruel and inhuman manner, urn 
the money coward is not an exception 
to the rule. Money is so cowardl 
that it makes men cowards who con 
trol it. 


The least disturbance that comes in 


business causes it to tremble in fea 
and men become wild through fea 
that tbe thin;; may run away from 
them, and this cowardly tyrant, whic 
has been let loose upon tbe world t 
crush the individual liberties of mar 
and more especially tbe liberties of tb 
people of the United States, is tb 
thing that gires character to the lime 
and mattes men, in their vanity, cal 
out "abreast of tbe times." 


Take from 
money the protectio 


that it rscdirea from tbe guiis an 
bayonets of the armies of thw nation 
it coLtrole, Hud tbe coward will flee t 
its hiding places and disappear from 
the business affairs of men; and this i 
tbe insidious tbing and treucherou 
tyrant that makes people feel tbey ar 
elevated when under its influence an 
subject to its dominion. Money, Ilk 
fire, is a very excellent servant, bu 
when it becomes master of tbe situs 
tion it is a consuming fire that destroy 
everything that is valuable to man 
Tbe first thin« it attacks is his liberty 
that it may control him at its will. 


Money has no use for a free man 


because it fears bis freedom will con 
trol it, and the coward is ever scbem 
ing to circumvent him by deprlvin 
htm of bis liberty, and by deprivmi 
him of his liberty, deprive him of tli 
power to control it, and in order t' 
deprive the world of any control ove 
money, it has undertaken the destruc

tive today on the plans of tbe Trnckee 
Biver General Electric Company and 
the results that will follow the intro- 
duction of electric power on tbe Corn- 
stock lode for operating hoist, pump 
and mill plants said: 


"The contracting parties are men ot 


capital and business experience and 
are prosecuting their plans with good 
judgment and energy. The company 
baa secured the best engineering ca- 
pacity both in hydraulics and elec- 
tricity. 
The company baa obtained 


the right of woy for their pole line and 
are now determining tbe location of 
tbe dynamo plant. 


"They control a considerable por- 


tion of the Truckee river and can 
locate the plant either in California or 
Nevada. I hope they will conclude to 
locate it in Nevada as the taxes will 
then contribute to the revenue of this 
State. I see no reason why the plant 
should not be completed by next 
August, though the contract provides 
fora longer time. 


"Tne Band mines in South Africa 


are operated to a depth of 4,000 feet 
which is true also of the Lake Superior 
copper mines, I am told. I see no 
reason why tbe Comatock should not 
ba operated to & similar depth. I eee 
no reason why tbe mineral deposits 
should terminate at the Sutro tunnel 
level.

Explanation'of Wlmt Seems Preoo- 
cionsnesy In Imaginative Children. 


''An active, healthy imagination is 


one of tho. happiest gifts a child can 
possess," is the theory advanced by 
Florence Hull Winterburn, the well 
known padiologist, in The Woman's 
Home Companion. 
> 


'If we watch an intelligent child, 


four or five years old, who believes him- 
self unnoticed we will probably bo as- 
tonished at the richness and fertility of 
tho fancy which can give life and color 
to dull, commonplace things and weave 
whole stories and dramas around the 
simple toy that means nothing more to 
us than what it plainly stands for. But 
wo will perceive that even his wildest 
romances found themselves upon many 
facts, for free and frolicsome as imagi- 
nation may appear, it is subject to its 
laws. It deals with real things in a 
playful way. 
It embroiders, paints, 


molds, but it must have its material, 
its basis in actual life. 


"What we call creative ability ia 


really nothing but the power to recon- 
struct, perhaps to connect several sep- 
arate plans or patterns into a whole 
which seems different from the original. 
The child is an artist who daubs on his 
colors boldly, without any sense of the 
absurdities he way commit, and 50 Ue 
often produces effects that surprise oth- 
ers as well as himself. Many of tho acta 
that seem so precocious beciiusowe sup- 
pose them to bo the outcome of a well 
considered plan are really happy acci- 
dents, not devoid cf the merit of orig- 
inality, but neither to bo overpraised as 
work of geniua Childhood is one un- 
broken succession of experhnentiners."
